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INTRODUCTION 



The Directory of Computerized Resources in Bilingual Education is a guide 
to databases and computerized search services in the field of bilingual edu- 
cation. The first section lists 37 computerized databases which can be 
searched online to locate bibliographic, statistical, legislative, and other 
"information about bilingual education and about other subject areas related 
to the education of minority language populations; the second section lists 
organizations in the national Title VII support-services network through 
which online computer searches of some or all of these databases may be ob- 
tained. 

The Title VII network centers represent only a fraction of the facilities 
which make online searches available in this country. Since it is beyond the 
scope of this directory to list the many academic and public libraries as 
well as private information brokers which offer search services (for widely 
varying fees) no attempt has been made to include search services outside 
the network, with the exception of those producers (listed in Section 1) 
which perform searches for the public in addition to producing the computer- 
ized filets) listed.

For each database included in this section, there is a two-part entry 

a one-page summary of database characteristics, and a sample citation or 

record. The following outline identifies J .hose elements of the outline which 
are not self-explanatory: 

Producer: Name, address and telephone number of the agency or 
organization which produces the file. 

Scope and Contents: A brief description of the type of information 
found in the file. 

Corresponding Print Index: Titles 0 f hard-copy index(es) providing 
access to the same information a^ contained i'n the machine- 
searchable file. 

User Aids: Titles of thesauri, keyword lists, database guides 
(in addition to those contained in vendors' system reference 
manuals), or other tojls to aid the searcher or final user; 
available from producer, unless otherwise specified. 

Vendor: See page 5 for explanation of three-letter codes 

indicating commercial availability of the database to users 
with computer search facilities. 

Producer Search Service: Indication of availability of custom 
searches directly from the producer, and of types and costs 
of services offered. 

Notes: Additional information. 

The sample citation following each database summary should help the pro- 
spective user to determine which file or files would be likely to yield 
relevant information for a given query. With files such as Population Biblio- 
graphy, which yields no results if the term "bilingual education" ger se is 
searched, the sample should be particularly useful in suggesting the type of 
pertinent background information that might be fruitfully searched in such 
files. 

All of the databases included are available for online searching through 
one or more of the following three major database vendors. These commercial 
organizations provide access to computerized files on a subscription basis, 
allowing searches to be conducted online from remote terminals by means of 




a telephone hookup to the vendor's central computer. Prospective subscribers 
should contact vendors directly fo- information on the costs and types of 
services offered, the equipment needed for remote terminal access, and 
training sessions in the vendors' respective systems of database searching.
